SUBJECT : Invitation to Speak - Washington Journalism Center 


1. This invitation (attached) is to attend a Conference for 
Journalists on Foreign Policy and Defense Issues at 2:30 p.m. on 
Tuesday, May 17, sponsored by the Washington Journalism Center. 

It will be attended by a small group of 15 to 20 editors, 
editorial writers, commentators and reporters from throughout the 
country, and would be a good opportunity to talk with out of town 
press people. 

2. In view of the demands on your time, however, we asked the 
Center if the group could instead come to Langley to meet you here. 

They would be agreeable to that arrangement. You would speak 
informally for about 15 minutes and then answer questions for about 
30 minutes. We have told Julius Duscha, the Center's director, that 
we don’t think much of the subject "U.S. -Soviet Relations" (which 

he says was inspired by your interview with Drew Middleton). He says 
any subject you wish, though he would prefer it be "substantive" 
relating to foreign policy or defense. Perhaps you could talk on 
"Intelligence and Defense," "Intelligence and Foreign Policy," or 
some such bread aspect to get in bur message of the importance of 
modern intelligence in the world today. 

3. The list of attendees will be sent to us as soon as it is 
compiled. The most recent group attending a similar Conference 
included editors and writers from such papers as the Toronto Globe , 
the Tulsa Tribune , the Minneapolis Tribune , The New York Time s, CBS 
New York, etc.
